5. At the morning meeting it was agreed that the 

DD/P complex would check with PSB as to action to be taken >ri.th respect to 
the Finnish tanker WIIM. I had pointed out tliat the WIIi'IA had been stopped 
by its owners at b.S. request, and yet nor the D.S. were doing 

anything respecting the cargo. Unless the U.S. took some action in this 
respect, the owners who had suffered substantial financiallosses might O'SXIAQa 
continue the voyage to China.
